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PREFACE. 

TT ia a most invaluable part of that blessed liberty uhetminth ChrUt hath 
madeutfree, that in his worship, diffisrent forms and uyMresmaT without 
offenc« be allowed, provided the substance of the faith be kept entire ; ami 
tJiat, in every Church, what cannot be clearlj determined to beious to Doc- 
inne must be refeareil to Discipline; and therefore, by common consent and 

authority, may be altered, abridgtd, enlarged, am'^"" ■ ' " 

Dosed of, as may seem most convenient for the t 
atcording to the various exigencies of times and o 
The Church of England, to which the Protest 
these States ia indebted, under GOD, for her first fo 
tanuauoe of nursing care and protection, hath. In thi 
Common Prayer, laid it down as a Rule, that " T 
Divine Worship, and the Rites and CeremonUa app( 
being thtn|8 io their own nature indilferent and al 
leUged; it IS but reasonable that, upon weighty and ii 
acMrdingto the various esigeneies of times and < 
and alteraUons should b« made therein, as to the 
•"JtJwrity should, from Ume to time, seem either ne 

, The same Church hath not only in her Preface, 
ticks and HomUies, declared the necettity and u 
alterati'ms and araendmenta in her Forms of Public 
a«eordingly, that, seeking to " keep the happy m 
■UBaeas m refusing, and too much eiuioeas in admi 

once advisedly estaoljshed, she bath, la the reitm u _, . 

tne first compUingof her Liturgy in thethneof Kdward the Sixth, upon 
)uBt and weighty considerations her thereunto moving, yielded to make nxd 
aHerations in some particulars, as in their respective time* were thoogtii 
convenient : yet so as that the main body and essential parts of m same 
(as well in the ehiefest materials, as in the fran« and order thereoO hate 
still been continued firm and unshaken." 

_ Her general aim in these different Reviews and Alterations hath been, as 
she further declares in her sai<! Pireface, " to do that which, according to her 
*>«•* «n;3JerBtanding roigbt most tend to the preservation of peace and uailv 
in thk Church ; the profurins of reverence, and the exciUng of piety and de- 
votion in the worship of God ; and, fliaally, the cutting off occasion, from 
*n«m that seek occasion, of cavil or quarrel against her Liturgy." Ana 
akhouefa, according to her Judgment, there be not " any thing In it contrary 
lo the Word ot God, or to sound doctrine, or which a godiv man may not 
with a good conscience use and submit unto, or which is not Rurly defensible. 
If aliowed such Just and favourable construction, as, la common equity, 
ought to be allowed to all human writings;" yet upon the principles ahvadv 
.aid down, it csnnot but be supposed, that further alteration wouM iii time 
be found expedient. Accordingly, a commission for a review was issued In 
the year 1689 : But this great and good work mi«»rrled at that Ume ; and 
tiM uvu Aoihority has not since thought proper to n>vl?e it by any new Com- 



But when fai the course of Divbie Pkvvldence, these American States be- 
came independent with respect to Qvil Government, thpir Ecclesiastical In.

fBEFACS. 

The attention of this Church was, In tlie firat place, drawn tO those alte- 
rations in the Liturgy which became nec^scary hi the Prajers for oar Civil 
. Rulers, in consequence of the Revuiuuon. And the principal care herein 
was to m^lre them conformable to what ought to be the prope/- end of all such 
prayers, namely, that " Rulers may have grace, wisdom, and understand* 
ing to execute Justice, and to maintain truth ;" and that the People " may 
lead quiet and peaceable lives, in all codliness and honesty." 

But while these alterations were m review before the Convention, they 
could not but, with gratitude to Uod, embrace the happy occasion which was 
offered to them, (uninfluenced and unrestrained by auy worldly authority 
whatsoever,) to take a further review of the Public Service, and to esta- 
blish such other alterations and amendments therein as might be deemed ex- 
pe-lient. 

It seems unnecessary to enumerate all the diflerent alterations and amend- 
ments. They will appear, and it is to be hoped, the reasons of them also, 
upon a comparison of this with the Book of Common Prayer of the Church 
of England. In which it will also appear, that this Church is far from 
intending to depart from the Church of England in any essential point pi 
doctrine, discipline, or worship ; or further than bcal circumstances ro' 
quire. 

And now, this important work b«ng brought to a conclusion, it Is hoped 
the whole will be received and examined by every true Member of our 
Church, and every sincere Christian, with a meek, candid, and charitable 
frame of mind ; without prejudice or prepossessions ; seriously considering 
what Christianity is, and what the truths of the Gospel are ; and earnestly 
beseeching Almighty God to accompany with his blessing every endeavour 
for promulgating them to mankind in the clearest, plainest, most affectiD* 
and majestic manner, for the take of Jetus Christ, oar bl«ned Ixml mm 
6aTiour. 
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7%« ORDER how the PSALTER is appointed to he read. 

rpUE Fialter ahall be read through once every Montli, aa U ti there 
•^ appointed, both for Morning and Evening Prayer. - Hut in February 
ahall be read only to the twenty-eighth or twenty-ninth Day of the Month. 

And whereas Jetnuary, March, May, July, August, October, and Decern- 
ber, have oix-and-thiny davs a-piece: it is ordered, that ihesame Psalim 
shall be read the last Day or the said Months which were read the Dav be* 
fore ; so that the Pkalier may begin again the first Day of the next Month 
ensuing. 

And whereas the 119th Psalm is divided into twenty-two Portions, and is 
over-long to be read at one lime ; it Is so ordered, that at one time shall not 
be read above four or five cf the said Portions. 

The Minister, instead of reading from the Psalter, as divided for Daily 
Morning and Evening Prayer, may read one of the Selections set out by 
thia Church. ' 

And on Dayv of Faatiog and Thankaeiving, appointed either by the CitH 
or bv the Ecclesiastical ituthority, (he Mibiatcr may apiwinl auch Pwlma st 
he ahall think fit in his discretion, unless any shall have been appointed by ii« 
.Ecclesiastical Authority, in a Service set out for the Occasion; which, ic 
that ease, ahall be used, and no other.

ousness might be imputed unto them 
also : And the father of circumcision 
to them who are nV. of the circum- 
cision only, but also walk in the steps 
of that faith of our father Abraham, 
which he hftd, being vet nncircumci- 
scd. For ne promise, mat ne saould 
be tlie lieir of the wurltl, was not to 
Abraham, or to hs seed, through the 
law, but ilu-ough the righteousr.ess of 
faith. For if they wiiich are of the 
law be heirs, faith is made void, and 
the promise made of none efTect.

A ND it came to pass, as the angels 
-*■ were gone away from tliem into 
heaven, the shepherds said one to 
another, Let us now go even unto 
Bethlehem, and see this thing which 
>s come to pass, which the Lord hath 
made known unto us. And they 
came wkh haste, and found Mary 
and Joseph, and the babe lying in a 
raanger. And when they had seen 
it, they made known abroad the say- 
ing whicl^ ^^ told them concerning 
this child. And all they that heard 
it wondered at those things which 
were told them by the shepherds. 
But Mary kept all these things, and 
pondered them in her heart. And 
the shepherds relumed, elodfying 
and praising God for all the things 
that they had heard and seen, as it 
was told unto them. And when eight 
days were accomplished for the cir- 
cumcising of the child, his name was 
called JEtPJS, which was so named 
of the aiigei before he was conceived 
in the womb.

And 
they said, What is that to us.' see 
thou to tliat. And he east down the 
pieces of silver in the temple, and de- 
)iarted, and went and hanged himself. 
And the chief priests took the bJver 
pieces, and snid, It is not lawful for 
to put them into the treasurv, liecr ise 
•tistlMpricenf blooil. And they took 
counsel, ano bought with them the 
iwtter's field to bury strangers in. 
W)ier«fore that field was called, Tbe 



field of blood, nnto tliis day. Clhw 
was fulfilled that wliicb was tpokeu 
by Jeremy the pro(ihet, saying, And 
tliey took the thirty pieces of silver, 
llie price of him that was valued, 
whom tiiey of the children of Israel 
dill value, ami gave them for tne pot- 
ter's field, as the Lonl apjiointed me.) 
And Jesus stood before the govcnior ; 
and the governor asked him, saying. 
Art tliou the king of the Jews ? And 
JesiiB said unto him, Thou sayast. 
And when he was accused of the chiel 
priesU and eitlers, he answered no- 
thing. Then saith Pilate 'mUo htm, 
Hearest thou not how many thm» 
they witness against the«^ And he 
answered him to never a word, inso- 
much that the governor marvelled 
greatly. Now at that feast tlie eo- 
veruor was wont to release unto the 
people a iirisoner, whom they woold 
And ihev had then a notable prisoner, 
called barabbas. Therefore, when 
they were gathered together, Pilate 
said unto them, Whom will ye that I 
release unto vou.' Barabbos, or 
Jesus, which is called Christ ? For 
he knew that for envy thoy had deliv- 
ered him. When he was set itown on 
llie judgment-seat, his wife sent untff 
him, saying, Have thou nothing to do 
with that Just man ; for I have sufier- 
ed many things this day In a dream 
because of him. But the chief priests 
and elders persuaded the muititudf 
that theyihould ask Barabbas, and 
destroy Jesus. The governor answer 
ed and said unto them, Whether oC 
the twain will ve that 1 release un>o 
you ? They said, Barabbas. Pilate 
saith unto them. What shall I do then 
with Jesus, which is called ChrJat? 
They all say unto liim, I.et him fo^ * 
crucified. And the governor said 
Why, what evil hath he done? Bu 
they cried out the more, saying, Le*. 
him be crucified. Wlien Pilate saw 
that he could prevail nothing, but 
that rather a tumult was made, he 
took water, and washed his hands be- 
fore the multitude, saying, 1 am Inno 
cent of the blood of this just person : 
see ye to it. Then nnswerecl all the 
people, and said, His blood be on us, 
and on our children. Then released 
h«! Barabbas- nnto them : and wbes 
he had scourged Jesus, he delivered 
■ ira to fes, crucified. Then the aoi 
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Wie/s of the governor took Jesut into 
ifae commoii-hoJl, and gathered unto 
him the wliole band of soldiers. And 
they stripiied him, and pnt on him a 
sctiriel robe. And when they had 
l>Iatted a crawn of thorns, the^ put it 
upon his head, and a reea in his rieiit 
hand ; and they bowed tlie icnee be> 
lore him, and moclced him, saying, 
Hail, King of the Jews!, And they 
spit upon him, and took the reed and 
smote him t>n the head. And after 
that they had mocked him, they took 
the rolic off from him. and put his own 
raiment on him, and led him away to 
enicifv him. And as they came out, 
'.hey found a man of Gyrene, Simon 
Sv name ; him Ihev compelled to bear 
nlB cross. And when they were come, 
unto a place called Golgoiha, that b to 
say, a place of a skull, they gave him 
vinegar to drink mingled with ^all ; 
and when he had lasted thereot, he 
Would not drink. And they crucified 
nim, and ported his cnrmenu, cast- 
ing lou : that it might be fulfilled, 
which was spoken By the prophet^ 
Tney parted my garments among 
them, and upon m^ vesture did tliey 
east lots. And sitting down, they 
watohod him there ; and set up over 
his head bis accusation written, THIS 
rs JESUS THE KING OP THE 
J EWS. Then were there two thieves 
crwrified with him, one on the right 
hand, and another on the left. And 
they that passed by reviled him, wag- 
ging their hcaiis, and saying, Thou 
that destroyesi the temple, and build- 
est it in three days, save thyself: If 
thou be the Son of God, come down 
from the ci-oss. Likewise also the 
chief priests, mocking him, with the 
scribes and ekiers, said, He saved 
othen, himself he cannot save : If he 
be the King of Israel, let him now 
tcma down from tlie crass, and we 
urU believe him. He trusted in God ; 
let him deliver him now, if he will 
nave him : for he nid, I am the Son 
of God. The thieves slao which were 
crucified with him, cast the same in 
his teeth. Now from the sixth hour 
<here was darkness over all the land, 
unto the ninth hour. And about the 
ninth hour, Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Eli, Eli, lamatahach' 
tkmi ? that Is to say, My God, my 
<iuri, why bast thuu forsaken in«^ 



Some of them that stood there, when 
they heard that, said, Thitmnii call- 
eth for Elias. And slraifhlway one 
of them ran, and took a sponge, and 
filled it with vinegar, and put it on a 
reed, and gave him to drink. The 
i-ent said, Let be, let us see whetlier 
Elins will come to save him. Jcctw, 
when he had cried again with a loud 
voice, yielded up the ghost. And be 
hok), the vail of the tem[)le was rent in 
twain, from the top to the bottom ; 
and the earth did quake, and the rock« 
rent ; and the graves were ojiened ; 
and many bodies of sainU which 
slept, arose, and came out of thr 
graves after his resurrection, and 
went into the holy city, and appear- 
ed unto many. Now when the Cen- 
turion, and they tliat were with him 
watching Jesus, saw the earthquake, 
and those things that were done, Ihcr 
feared gi-eatir, saying, Truly this 
was the Son oV God.

For the Epietle. Isaiah Ixiii. 1 . 
WHO b this thot coraeth from 
Edom, with dyed garments from 
Bozrah? this that is gloriouH in liis 
apparel, travelling In the gi-ejitnesa of 
his strength ? I that speak in righte- 
ousneA, mighty to save. Where- 
foi-e art thou retlin thine appai-el, and 
thy garments like him (hui treadrth 
in the wine-fat? 1 Imve troilden llie 
wine-iiress alone, and of the people 
there was none with me : for I will 
tread them in mine nnger,and tntmple 
them in my fury, and ilieir blood shall 
be sprinkled U]iun my garments, luid I 
will stain all my raiment. Fi-r llie day 
of vengeance is in mine heart, and ths 
year of ny redeemed is come. Audi 
looked, and there was none to help ; 
and 1 wondered that there was none 
to uphold : therefore mine own arm 
brought salvation unto me ; and my 
furyit uphckl me. And I will tread 
down the people in mine anger, and 
make them drunk in niy fury, and I 
will bring down their strength to die 
earth. I will mention tlie loving-kintU 
nesses of the Lonl, and the praises o| 
the Lord, according lo all that the 
Loixl hath bestowed on us, and the 
rreat goodness lowas-ds tiie house of 
Jirael, which he hath bestowed on 
them, accoTfU'W, to hls.mercies, ajui 
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acconliiiv to Vi muUitude of liia tov- 
Uig-kindiieases. For be nild, Surely 
they are my peiple, children that will 
nol lie : So he \k as ibeir Sariour. In 
M their atfliction he waa afflicted. 
ai.d the angel of hia preaeiice aaved 
them : in liTi love and in his pity he 
redeemed them, and he bare them, 
and carried them all the days of old. 
But they rebelled, and rexed his 
Holy Spirit : therefore he waa turn* 
ed to be their enemy, and he fotight 
. against them. Tlieii be remembered 
the days of old, Moaea and his people^ 
saying, Where is he that brought them 
up out of the sea, with the shephei-d of 
hia flock ? Where ia he that put his 
Holy Spirit within him ? that led them 
hj the right hand of Mosa, with his 
giorioua arm dividing the water before 
them, to make himaelf an everlasting 
name ? That led them through the 
deep as an horse in the wilderness, 
that they should not stumble ? As a 
beast goeth down Into the valley, the 
spirit of the Lord caused him to rest : 
so didst thou lead thy people, to make 
thyselfa giorioua name. Look down 
from heaven, and behold from the 
habitation of thy holiness, and of thy 
glory : Where is thy zeal, and thy 
strength, the sounding of thy bowels, 
and nf ihy mercies towanls me ? are 
they reslruued? Doublleai tbou ai't 
our Patlier, though Abraham be igno- 
rant of us, and Israel acknowledge us 
not : thou, O Lord, art onr Father, 
our Redeemer ; thy name is from ever- 
lasting. O Lord, why haat thou made 
us to err from thy ways, and hardened 
our heart from thy fear? Return, for 
thy aervauls* sake, the tribes of thine 
inheritance. The people of thy holi- 
ness have possessed it but a little 
while : our adversaries have trodden 
down thy sanctuary. We are thine: 
tliou never barest rule over them ; they 
wei-e not called by thy name. 

The Gospel. St. Mark xir. 1. 
4 FTER two days was the feaat of 
■^ the Pfcsaover, and of unleavened 
bread : and the chief priests and the 
scribes wmrht how they might take 
aim by crall, and put him to death. 
But they said, Not oo the feast day, 
lest there be an uproar of the people.

And they murmur- 
ed against her. And Jesus said. Let 
her alone : why trouble ye tier ? sh« 
hatli wrought a good worK on Bte ' 
For ye have the poor with you a.. 
ways, and whensoever ye will, ye may 
do them good ; but me ye luivc not 
always. She hath done what sh« 
could ; she is come aforehand to anciiii 
my body to the burying. Verily i 
say unto you, Wheresoever this gospel 
shall be preached throughoul the 
whole world, this abo that she hath 
done shall be spoken of, for a memorial 
of her. And J udas Iscariot , one of the 
twelve, went unto the chief priests, 
to betray him unto them. And when 
they heard it, they were glad, and pro- 
mised to give him money. Ami h* 
sought how he might conveniently be- 
tray him. And fl»e first day of uij. 
leavened bread, when they killed the 
passover, his disciples said unto him, 
Where wilt thou tuat we go and pre- 
pare, that thou mayest eat the posi- 
over ? And he sejideth forth two ot 
his disciples, and saith unto them. Go 
ye into the city ; and there shall meet 
you a man bearing a pitcher of water : 
follow him. And wheresoever he shall 
go in, say ye to the good man of the 
house. The Master saitb, Where is 
the gueat-chamber, where I shall eat 
the {Mssover with my disciples ? And 
he will show vou a laree upper room 
furnished ana prepared : thei-e make 
ready for us. And his disciples went 
forth, and came into the city, and 
found as he had said unto them : and 
they made ready the passover. And 
in the evening he cometh with thn 
twelve. And as they sat, and did eat, 
Jesus said. Verily I say unto you. one 
of vou which caletti with me shall be- 
tray me. And they began to be soi^ 
rowful, and to say unto him one by 
one, Is It I ? And another said, Isti 
I? And he answered and said nnto 
ihero, It is one of the twelve that dip. 
peth with me in the dish. The Son uf 
man iiideetV«wf!.tJ»* Jf J* ^ written ol 
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peace, aud answered nothing . Again 
Uie high prieiit asked him, and said 
unto him, Art thou the Cfarikt, the 
Son of the Blessed ? And Jeaui said, 
lam: and ye shall see the Son of 
man sitting on the right hand of power, 
and coming in the clouds of heaven, 
Then tiie high priest rent his clothes^ 
and sailh, What need we any further 
witnesses? ye have heard the blas- 
phemy : what think ye ? And they all 
r^ndemned him to be suilly of death. 
And soilie began to s^t on him, and to 
cover his face, and to buffet him, and 
to say unto him, Prophesy. And the 
servants did strike him with the palms 
of their hands. And as Peter was 
beneath in the palace, there cometh 
one of llie maids of the high priest ; 
and when she saw Peter warming 
himwlf, she looked upon liim, and 
said. And thou also wniit with Jesus 
of Nazareth. But he denied, saying, 
I know not, neither understand I what 
thou sayest. And he went out into 
the |)orch ; and the cock crew. And 
a maid saw him again, and began to 
say to them that stood by, This is one 
of them. And he denied it again. 
And a little after, they that stood by 
said again to Peter, Surely thou art' 
one of them ; for thou art a Galilean, 
aud thy speech agreeth thereto. But 
he be^i t) curse and to swear, say- 
ing, 1 know not this man of wlioin ye 
speak. And the second time tho cock 
srew. And Peter called to mind the 
word that Jesus said unto him, Be- 
fjre the cock crow twice, tliou shalt 
<leny me thrice. And when he thought 
thereon he wept.

S-iests Imd'delivered him for envy.*, 
ut the chief priests moved the people 
that he should ratlier release Barabbai 
unto them. And Rlate answered, 
and said again unto them. What wili 
ye then that I sliall do unto him whom 
ye call the King of the Jews? And 
they cried out again, Crucify him. 
Then Pilate said unto them, Why, 
what evil bath he done? And they 
cried out the more exceedingly, Cm- 
cify him. And so Pilate, willing to 
content the people, released Barabbaa 
unto them ; and delivered Jesus, when 
he had scourged him, to be crucilkd 
And the soldiers led him away into the 
hall, called Pretorlum ; and they call. 
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edtoflether the whole buxl. Andibey 
dotbed him wilh purple, and plaited 
« crown of thorns, and put it nbout 
hie head, tutd began to salute him, 
Hail, King of the Jews. And ther 
■mote him on the head wilh a ree<l, 
luid did 8|iit upon him, and bowing 
their knees worshiuiied hiro. And when 
tliey had mocked htm thej took off the 
purple from liim, and put his own 
clothes on him, and leu him out to 
cruc'fy hlro. And they comijel one 
Simon, a Cyrenian, who passed by, 
coming out of the country, the father 
of Alexander and Rtifue, to bear his 
cross. And they bring him unto the 
place Golgotha, which b, being inter- 
pi-eted, the place of a skull. And ther 
gave him to diink wine mingled with 
mvrrh ; but he received il not. And 
when they had crucilied him, they 
liarted hk 'gnrraeuls, casting lots 
upon them, what every man should 
take. And it was the Uiinl hour, and 
Ihey crudflefl liim. And the supei^ 
scnption of his accusation was writ- 
ten over, THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. And w^ith him thev crucify 
two thieves ; the one on his right 
hand, and the other on his letl. And 
tiK scripture was fulfilled, which saith, 
And he was numbered with the trans- 
gressors. And they that passed by 
raihid on him, wagging then- heads, 
And saying. Ah, thou that dcstroyest

themselves, with the scribes, He saved 
others, himself hu cannot save. Let 
Christ the King of Israel descend now 
from the cross, tli tt we may see and 
believe.

Wadntaday btfore EomUt. 
Tht Epittle. Heb. Ix. 16. 
INHERE a testament is, there must 
' ^ also of necessity be the death o( 
the testator: for a testament is of 
force after men are dead ; otherwise 
i^s of no strength at all, whilst the 
testator liveth. Whereupon, neither 
the first testament was dedicated with- 
out blood. For when Moses hai. 
s^)oken every urecept to all the people 
according to the law, he took the blood 
of calves and of goaU, wilh water, and 
scariel wool, and hysso]), and sprin- 
kled both the book, and all the (leople. 
saying. This is tlw blood of the testa- 
ment which God hath enioiiied unto 
you. Moreover, he sprinkled likewise 
with blood both the tabernacle, and 
all the vessels of the ministry. And 
almost all things are by the law purg- 
ed with blood ; and without sheading 
of blood is no remisswn. It was tliere- 
fore necessary tliat the patterns o« 
things in the heavens should be puri- 
fied wi(h these; but the heavenly 
tilings themselves with better sacri- 
fices than these. For Christ is not 
entered into the holy places mude 
with hands, which ore the figures ol 
the true ; but into heaven itself, now 
to appear in the presence of God for 
us : nor yet that he should ofTcr him 
self often, OS the high pries', cntereih 
into the holy place every year will 
blood of otliera : (for then most he 
often have suffered since the found<>- 
tlon of the world) but now once, in 
the end of th» world, hath he appeared 
to put away sin by the sacrifice oi 
himself. And as it is appointed unto 
men once to die, bat after this the 
Judgment : so Christ was once offered 
to bear the sins of many: and unto 
them that kwk for him shall he appear 
the second time, without sin, unto 
sal ration.

And 
if any man hunger, let him eat at 
nome; that ye come not together 
unto condemnation. And the rest 
will I set m order when I come. 

The Gotmel. St. Luke xxiii. I. 
n^IIE whole multitude of tiiem 
•'• arose, and led him unto Pilate. 
.\nd they began to accuse him, say- 
ing, We found this fellow perveiting 
the nation, and forbidding to give tri- 
•inte to Cesar, saying,that he himself 
U Christ a king. And Pilate asked 
him, saying, Art thou the king of the 
Jews? And he answered him, and 
aaid, Thou sayest it. Then said Pi- 
late to the chief priests and to the 
people, I find no fault in this man. 
And they were the more fierce, say- 
ing, He stirreth up the people, teach- 
ing throughout ail Jewry, beginning 
from Qafilee to this place. When 
Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked 
whether the man were a Cralileon. 
And as soon as he knew that he be 
longed unto Herod's jurisdiction, he 
sent him to Herod, who himself was 
also at Jerusalem at that time. And 
when Herod saw Jesus, lie was ex- 
ceeding glad ; for he was desirous to 
aee bim of a long season, because he 
had heard many things of him ; and 
he hoped to have seen some miracle 
done by him. Then he questioned 
with him in many words: but he 
answered him nothing. And the chief 
11 tests and scribes stood and velie- 
K-nU^ accused him. And Herod 
tth bis inca of war set him at naupht, 



and mocked him, and arrayed liim {# 
a gorgeous robe, and sent him azaiu 
to Hlate. And the same day Hlale 
and Herod were made friends toge- 
ther ; for before, they were at enmity 
between themselves. And Hlate, 
when he had called together the chiei 
priests, and the rulers, and the peo- 
ple, said unto them, Ye have brought 
this man unto me, as one that per- 
verteth the people : and behold, I, 
having examined him before you, 
have found no fault in this man, touch- 
ing those tilings whereof ye accuse 
him : No, nor yet Herod : for I sent 
you to liim ; and lo, nothing worthv 
of death is done unto bim. I will 
therefore chastise him, and release 
him. (Fur of necessity he must re- 
lease one unto them at the feast.) 
And they cried out all at once, say- 
ing, Away with this roan, and releasr 
unto us Barabbas^, (who for a cer- 
tain sedition made in the city, and 
for murder, was cast into prison.) 
Pilate, therefore, willing to release 
Jesus, spake again to them. But 
they cried, saying, Crucify him, cru- 
cify him. And he said unto them the 
thii-d time, Why, what evil hath be 
done ? 1 have found no cause of 
death in him : 1 will therefore chas- 
tise him, and let him go. And they 
were instant with loud voices, re- 
quiring that he might be crucified : 
and the voices of them, and of ths 
chief priests, prevailed. And Pilate 
gave sentence that it should be as 
they required. And he released onto 
them him that for sedition and mur* 
dcr was cast mto prison, whom they 
had desired : but he delivered Jesus 
to iheir will. And as they led him 
away, they laid hold upon one Simon, 
a Cyrenian, coming out of the coun- 
try, and on him they laid the cross, 
that he might bear it after Jesui. 
And there followed him a great com- 
pany of people, and of women, who 
also bewailed and lamented him. 
But Jesus turning mito them, said, 
Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not 
for me, but weep for Jvourselvet, 
and for your cbilaren. For behol(L 
the days are coming, in the which 
they shall say, Bleued are the Dar- 
ren, and tlie wombs that never bare, 
and the paps^hich never gave suck.

And when they 
were come to the place wJiich 'u called 
Calvary, there they crucified him, 
an<l the malefactwra ; one on the right 
hand, and the other on the left. Then 
said Jesus, Father, foreire them, for 
they know not what tney do. And 
Ihe V parted his raiment, and cast lots. 
And the people stood beholding : and 
the rulers also with them derided him, 
saying, He saved others ; let hira save 
iiiraselt', if he be Christ the chosen of 
God. And the soldiers also mocked 
him, coming to him, and offering him 
vinegar, and saying. If thou ha the 
king of the Jews, save thyself. And 
a. superscription also was written over 
Jiim in letters of Greek, and l,aiin, 
and Hebrew, THIS IS THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. And one of tlje 
malefactors, wliichwere hanged, tail- 
ed on him, saying, If tliou be Christ, 
save thyself and us. But the other 
aiiswenng, rebuked him, saying. 
Dost not thou fear God, seeing thou 
art in the same condemnation f And 
we indeed justly ; for we receive the 
<iue reward of our deeds : but this 
man hath done nothing amiss. Ami he 
mill unto Jesus, Lord, remember me 
when thou contest into thy kin^om. 
And Jesus said unto him, verily I say 
unto thee. To-day shalt thou be with 
me iu Paradise. And it was about 
the sixth hour, and there was dark- 
ness over all the earth until the ninth 
hour. And the sun was darkened, 
and the vail of the temple was rent 
in the midst. And wlien Jesus had 
cried with a knid v^ice, he said. Fa- 
ther, into thy hands I commend my 
spirit : antl having said thus, heeive 
up the glKMt. Now when the Cen. 
t'lriou saw what was done, he gkiri- 
fisd God, saying. Certainly this was 
a righteous man. And all the people 
iLat came together to that sight, be- 
holding the things that were done, 
smote their breasts and returned. 
Aud all his acquiiintance, and the 
women that followed him from Gali- 
'ee, stooil afar off, beholding these 
thioijs.

(lays, saith the Lord ; I will put my 
laws into their hearts, and m their 
minds will 1 write them ; and their 
sins and iniquities will I remember no 
more.

the Jews ! and they smote him witA 
their haodi. Filate therefore went 
forth again, and saith unto theia, 
B«hold, I briitg him forth to you, tiiat 
ye may know that I find no fault in 
him. Then came Jesus forth, wear- 
ing the crown of thorns, and the 
purple robe. And Rlate saith unto 
them. Behold the man. When the 
chief priests therefore and officers 
saw him, they cried out, siting. Cru- 
cify him, crucify liim. Filate saith 
unto them. Take ye him, and crucify 
him ; for I find no fault in him. Tlie 
Jews answered him. We have a law, 
and by our law be ought to die, be- 
cause he made himself the Son ofOod. 
When Hlate therefore heard that say- 
'ng, he was the more afraid ; and 
went again into the judnnent-hall, 
and saith unto Jesus, Whence art 
thou i But Jesus gave him no answer. 
Then saithBlate unto him, Speakes*. 
thou not unto me ? Knowest thou not 
that I have power to crucify thee, 
and have power to release thce^ 
Jesus answered. Thou couldest have 
no power at all against me, except ii 
were given thee from above ; tber» 
fore he that delivered me unto thee 
hath the greater sin. And from 
thenceforth Pilate sought to release 
him ; but the Jews crieil out, saying. 
If thou let this man go, thou art not 
Caesar's friend : Whosoever maketh 
himself a kin«, speaketh again^i 
Caesar. When Filate therefore neam 
that saying, he brought Jesus forth, 
and sat down in the judgment-seat, 
in a place that is called the Pave- 
ment, but in the Hebrew, Gabbathu. 
And it was the preparation of the 
passover, and about the sixth hour . 
and he saith unto the Jews, Behold 
your King. But they cried out, Away 
with him, away with him, crucify 
him. Pilate saith unto them, Shali 
(crucify vour King? The chief priesu 
answered, We have no king but 
Cesar. Tlien delivered he him there- 
fore unto them to be crucified : and 
they took Jesus, and led him away. 
And he, bearing his cross, went forth 
hiio a place colled the place of a skull, 
which is called in the Hebiew Gol- 
gotha ; where they crucified liim,aiiii 
two others with him. on either side

Command therefore that the ul- 
chre be made sure un^il the Ih ly, 
les*. his disciples comt by nig nd 
steal him away, and say u...,v. ihe 
people, He is risen from the dead ; so 
ihe last error shall be worse than 
the lirsl. Pilate said unto them, Ye 
have a watch ; go your way, make it 
as sire as you can. So they went 
and made the sepulchre sure, sealing 
the stone, and setting a watch.

Of a truth I perceive that 
God is no respecter of |)er8ons : but 
in every nation he that feareili him 
and wo'rketit righteousness, is accept- 
ed with him. The word which God 
"keiH unto the children of Israel, 
preaching jieace by Jesus Christ ; (he 
is Lord of all :) that word, 1 say, ye 
Know, which was |>ubli8hed through- 
out all Judea, and began from Gali- 
lee, after the baptism whicJi John 
preached : How God anointed Jesus 
of Naziireth with the Holy Ghost, nnH 
with power; who went about doing 
good, and healing all that were op- 
pressed of the devil : for God was 
with him. And we are witnesses of 
all things which he did, both in the 
land of the Jews, and ui Jerusalem ; 
whom they slew, and hanged on a 
tree. Him God raised up the third 
day, and showed him openly ; not to 
all thejpeople, but unto witnesses cho- 
sen belore of Goil, even to us, who did 
eat and drink with him after he rose 
from the dead.

Then he saW, 1 
pray thee therefore, father, that thou 
wouldest send him to my father'* 
house ; for I have five brethren : that 
he may testify unto them, lest thef 
also come into this place of torment. 
Abi-aliam saith unto him. They liave 
Moses ai|d the Prophets ; let them 
hear them. And he said. Nay, fa- 
ther Abraham ; but if one went untc 
them from tlie dead, ihey will repent. 
And he said unto him. If they hear 
not Moses and the Prophets, nehher 
will they be persuaded, though one 
rose from the dead.

And behold, 
the angel of the Lord came upon him, 
and a Tight shined in the prison : and 
he smote Peter on the aide, and raised 
him up, saying. Arise up quickly. 
And his chains fell off from his hands. 
And the angel said unto him, Gird thy- 
self, and bind on thy sandals : and so 
he aid. And he saith unto him. Cast 
thy garment about thee, and follow 
me.

And foraa- 
miichas after thi« life there is an ac- 
count to be given uuto the righteous 
Judge, by whom all must !» judged, 
withoutjrespect of persons ; I require 
you to examine yourself, and your 
estate, both toward God and man ; so 
that, accusing and condemning yoin> 
self for your own faulu, you may find 
mercy at our beavenlv Father's hand 
for Christ's sake, and not be accused 
and condemned in that fearful Judi^ 
racnt.

Works done before the grace of 
Christ, and the inspiration of his 
Spirit, are not pleasant to God, foras- 
much as they spring not of faith b 
Jesus Christ, neither do they make 
men meet to receive grace, or' (as the 
School Authors say) deserve grace of 
congruitv : yea rather, for that they 
are not done as God hath willed and 
commanded them to be done, we 
doubt not bat they have the nature 

Art. XIV. Of Works of Super- 
erogation. 
Voluntary Works, besides over and 
above God's Commandments, which 
they call Works of Supererogation, 
cannot be taueht without arrogancy 
and impiety. For by them men do 
declare, That the v do not only render 
unto God as much as they are bound 
to do, but that they do more for his 
■ake than of t>onnaen duty is reguhv 
ed: Whereas Christ saith plainly, 
Wboi ye have done all that are com- 
manded to you, say, We are unprofit- 
able servaitts. 

Art. XV. Of Chriet alone vWiout 
tin. 

Christ hi the truth of our nature, 
was made like unto us in all things, 
sin only except, from which he was 
clearly void^^th in his flesh, and in 
his spiriL He came to be a Lamb 
without spot, who by sacrifice of 
himself once made, should take away 
the sins of tbe world ; and sin (as St. 
John saith) was not in him. But all 
vn the rest (although baijtixed and 
bom again in Christ) yet offend in 
many things ; and if we say we have 
no sin. we deerive ourselves, and the 
troth is not in us. 
Art. XVI. Of Sin after Baptism. 

Not every deadljr sin willbigly com- 
mitted after Baptism, is sin against 
the Holy Ghost, and unpardonable. 
Wtenfore the grant of repentance is 



not to be deiiicd to such as fall into 
sin after Baptism. After we havie re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost, we may de- 
part from grace given, and fall into 
sin, and by tlie grace of God (we 
may) arise again, and amend our 
lives. And therefore they are to be 
condemned, which say, they can no 
more sin as long as they live here, or 
deny the place of forgiveness to such 
as truly repent. 

Art. XVn. Of Predettination and 
Election. 
Riedestination to life is the ever- 
lasdng purpose of God, whereby (be- 
fore the foundations of the world were 
laid) he hath constantly decreed, by 
his counsel, secret to us, to deliver 
from curse and damnation, those 
whom he hath chosen iii Christ out of 
mankind, and to bring them by Christ 
to everlasting salvation, as vessfls 
made to honour. Wherefore they, 
which he endued willi so excellent a 
benefit of God, he called according to 
God's purpose by his Spirit workmg 
in due season : they thrcagh grace 
obey the calling: they be justified 
freely : they bt made Sons of God by 
"'""''on: they be made like the 
of his only begotten Son Jesus 
: they walk religiously in good 
; and at length by God's mercy 
Itain to everlasting fellcitv. 
he godly consideration of Prt- 
ition, and our Election in 
, is fuU of sweet, pleasant, and 
ikable comfort to godly per- 
and such as feel in themselves 
)rking of the Spirit of Ci;risl, 
mortifying the works of the flesh and 
their earthly members, and drawing 
up their mind to high and heavenly 
tilings, as well because it doth greiu- 
ly establish and conflrm their faith 
of eternal salvation, to be enjoyed 
through Christ, as because it doth 
fervently kindle their love towards 
God: so, for curious and carnal 
persons, lacking the Spirit of Christ, 
to have continually before theh- eyes 
the Sentence of God's Predestina- 
tion, is a most dangerous downfall, 
whereby the Devil doth thrust them 
either into desperation, or hito wretch- 
lessness of most unclean living, no 
less perilous than desperation. 

Furthermore, we must receive 
God's Promises in such wise as thev

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Scripture : And !a our doings, Ihat 
will of God U to be followed, which 
we have exprenlj declared unto ua 
in the Word of God.

and confirm our faith in him.

THE PREFACE. 

It is eridenfunto all men, diiigeatly reading holy Scripture and ancient Aa 
thora, that from the Apoeties' time there have been these Orders of Mini- 
aters in Christ's Cbursli>-Biabops, PriesU, and Deacons. Which Officea 
were erermore had in such reverend eatimatiou, that no man might pre- 
aume to execute any of them, except he were 4rsl called, tried, examined, 
•nd known to have surh qualities aa ere requisite for the samM : and also 
by Public Prayer, with Imposition of Hands, were approved and admitted 
tfaeretioto by lawful Authority. And therefore, to the intent that these Or> 
(ten may be continued, and reverently used and esteemed in this Church, 
no man shall be accounted or taken to be a lawful Bishop, Priest, or Dea- 
con, in this Church, or suffered to execute any of tha aaid Functions, ex- 
cept he be called, tried, examined, and adoutted tfaereraito, according to 
the Form hereafter following, or hath had Episcopal CoosecratkMi or Ordip 



And none shall be admitted a Deacon, IVieat, or Bishop, except be be of (h9 
a«e which the Canon in that case pR>ride<I may require. 

And the Bishop knowiac, either by himaeif, or by sufficient testimony, any 
ftrson to be a man or virtuous converaadoo, and without crime ; and, 
after examinatioo and trW, flndingbim auflkiantly biatrocted in the holy 
Scripture, and otherwise learned as the Caoooa require, may, at the times 
appointed, or else, on urgent occasion, upon some Mher day, in the face of 
the Church, admit him a Deacon, in such Manner and Form aafolloweth.

Je h&ve In remembrance, into how 
ich a dignity, and to how weiglitjr an 
office and charge y« are called : That 
b to eay. to be Measeneers, Watch- 
men, and Stewards of the Lord ; to 
teach, and to premonish, to feed and 
provide for the Lord'e family ; to seek 
for Christ 'j sheep that are dispersed 
abroad, and for his children who are 
!n the midst of this naughty world, 
that they may be saved through 
Christ for ever. 

Have always therefore printed in 
your remembrance, how great a tree- 
•are is committed to your charge. 
For they ara the sheep of Christ, 
which he bought with his death, and 
for whom he shed his blood. The 
Church and Congregation whom you 
must serve, is his S|x>use, and bis 
Body. And if it shall happen that 
the same Church, or any member 
thereof, do take any hurt or hinder- 
aace bv reason of your negligence, ye 
know the greatness of the fault, and 
also the horrible punishment that will 
ensue. Wherefore consider with 
yourselves the end of the ministry 
towards the children of God, towards 
the Spouse and body of Christ ; and 
see that ye never cease your labour, 
your care and diligence, until ye have 
lone all thai lieth in you, according 
to your boundenduty, to brine all 
such as are or shall be committed to 
your charge, onto that agreement in 
the faith and knowledge of God, and 
to that ripeness and perfectness of 
age in Christ, that there be no place 
left among you, either for error in re- 
ligion, oi- for viciousness in Ufe. 

Forasmuch then as your Office is 
both of so great excellency, and of so 
great difficulty, ye see with how great 
care and study ye ought to apply 
yourselves, as well to show your- 
Mlves dutiful and tliankful unto that 
Lord who hath placed you in so high 
a dignity; as also to beware that 
neither you yourselves offend, nor be 
occasion that others offend. How- 
beit ye cannot have a mind and will 
thereto of yoonelves ; for that will 
and ability is given of God alone ; 
therefore ye ought, and have need to 
prav earnestly for h^s Holy Spirit. 
And seeing that ye cannot by any
